DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Affairs al Ibc National L’aplCal. 
[Special to the Ricord-Uniox.] 
W a sh in g to n , January 3d.—The acting 
Commissioner of the General Land Office to­ 
day made a ruling that iu any case where a 
Mexican land claim has been confirmed by a 
District Court, and no appeal has been pre­ 
sented within the five years prescribed by 
law, a certificate from the Clerk of the Court 
will be accepted by the General Land Office 
as sufficient evidence of the finality of the 
proceedings upon the question of title. The 
acting Commissioner also ruled, a few days 
ago, that, in the event of its being found that 
a confirmed claim is completely surrounded 
by the surveys already made by the United 
States authorities of other confirmed private 
land claims, there is no necessity of retracing 
in the field the lines of these surrounding 
surveys, and the Surveyor-General may 
therefore complete a plat from the official 
field-notes of the approved surveys on file in 
his office. This ruling seemed to be in con­ 
flict with the doctrine laid down by the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior in his subsequent de­ 
cision in the Corte de Madera case, but it is 
observable that the latter decision was made 
with reference to lines run by State authori­ 
ties, not Federal surveys, and which also 
only partially, and not completely, bounded 
the tract in question. 
- 
Acting Commissioner Armstrong further 
calls attention to the fact that in cases where 
one of the boundaries is a meandering stream, 
which may have materially changed its course 
during a term of years, a new survey in favor 
of the inclosed grant would very possibly be 
at the expense of previously surveyed exte­ 
rior grants, and that, in such case, it would 
be manifestly improper to insist upon the at­ 
tempt to retrace in the field the former lines 
of survey. 
A patent was issued to-day for that portion 
of the Kancho Cabeza de Santa Rosa which 
was confirmed to John Hendly. I* com­ 
prises 640 acres of very valuable property, 
near Sonoma City, Cal. 
PERSONNEL OF THE FORTT-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
A statement just compiled here shows that 
of the 76 members of the United States Sen­ 
ate, 59 are practicing lawyers, and that no 
less than 219 out of the total 293 members of 
the House of Representatives are lawyers. 
Besides-these, there are in the House 25 mer­ 
chants, 5 bankers, 3 capitalists, 5 manufac­ 
turers, 12 farmers, 2 millers, 1 stonecutter 
(Murch of Maine), 4 editors, 6 physicians, 2 
teachers and 2 ministers, viz : De La Matyr 
of Indiana and Anderson of Kansas (form­ 
erly of San Francisco and Stockton, Gal.). 
In the Senate, besides the lawyers, there are 
8 merchants or other business men, 4 plant­ 
ers or farmers, 1 doctor, 1 editor, 1 banker, 1 
mine-owner and operator, and 1 Senator of 
no profession or business, unless it be politics. 
GRANT’S OPINION OP WASHINGTON CITV. 
During General Grant’s visit here, and at 
one of the dinners given in his honor, he was 
asked which city among all he had visited he 
liked the best, and the reply came quickly : 
“ Washington; I think it is the handsome.-t 
city in the world.” This little straw is one 
of many that have shown that the ex-l’resi- 
dent is by no means averse to taking quar­ 
ters in this city again. 
SEÑOR DELI.A COSTA, 
Minister from Venezuela, who has long been 
one of the most popular members of the 
diplomatic corps in Washington, will leave 
in a few days for a trip to California, intend­ 
ing to remain there and elsewhere iu the 
West until next autumn. 
S.irvi.orsfrom ili.-L.ist Mcauicr Boinssla 
ri.-k.-.l I p at Sea 
Baltimore, January 3d.—The Italian hark 
Giacumino arrived this morning. She brought 
the following passengers and crew of the lost 
steamer Borussia, who were picked up at sea 
250 miles off the Azores : Passengers—John 
S. Sullivan, Owen McCabe Ross, Andro 
Gonzales, Gaetino Salvato, Charles Deintos. 
Crew—Wm. Southerland, second engineer; 
,T. F. Lawson, Bernard Gertoz, Wm. Fisher, 
Patrick Sura and John Callaghan, seamen. 
All reported to the British Consul for relief. 
They are iu a very destitute condition. They 
suffered greatly in the open boat before being 
rescued. The party was in metallic life-boat 
No. 3, having 'got into it on the evening of 
December 3d, well provided with coarse food 
and water. The sea ran very high during 
the night, and the W t was at the mercy of 
the waves. The gale continued the next 
day. A bark was sighted, but the crew were 
unable to attract her attention. That night 
the sea calmed down. They were steering 
for Fayal, and the weather moderated and 
the sea remained calm until midnight of the 
4th. Sharks followed them day and night 
until one was pierced witli a boathook, and 
the rest left. On the morning of the 5th the 
wind, which had been gradually rising, blew 
very hard, and they changed their course 
froiii east to west. Running before the wind, 
they discovered a sail bearing directly for 
them at about 4 P. M. on the 5th. By waiv­ 
ing blankets and handkerchiefs and pulling 
direct for the sail, they attracted the atten­ 
tion of those on board, and were taken on the 
Giacomino and arrived to-day. The life­ 
boat was cast adrift. All speak in terms of 
the warmest praise of Captain Bonifacio, of 
the Giacomino, who gave them clothing and 
necessaries. 
H alil Against the Re»ppninlnn-nl <>r Gov­ 
ernor Emery, of H ah. 
Salt L ake City, January 3d.—The fight 
against the reappointment of Governor 
Emery still continues, and l^OO names, 
signed to vigorous protests, have been for­ 
warded to President Hayes. His appoint­ 
ment would he a Mormon triumph, as they 
have been working hard for him. A t the 
Zion’s Co-operative Institution 800 names of 
Mormons have been secured to a petition for 
his reappointment—among them Apostle and 
Mayor 1 -ittle—but fearing their over-zeal in 
his behalf would injure his cause in Wash­ 
ington, the petition was ordered destroyed. 
Before departing for Washington this week, 
Apostle Cannon said Hayes had promised to 
reappoint Emery, but no confidence could be 
placed in his statements. Cannon also said, 
if Emery were retained, the Utah Legisla­ 
ture, composed entirely of polygamists, 
could pass laws to forestall Congressional 
action in Utah affairs—meaning by this that 
Emery would sign any hill the polygamists 
would pass to stave off special legislation by 
Congress, as in the case of the election law 
passed by the last Legislature, which virtu­ 
ally disfranchised Gentiles, and under which 
they have never voted since. If the Presi­ 
dent nominates Emery, the Gentiles will de­ 
feat his confirmation by the Senate. 
Parnell’s Address to Hen or Meath. 
N ew Y ork, January 3d.—Parnell and 
Dillon received a Boston delegation to-day ; 
also an address to men of Meath. Parnell, 
replying, said Meath presented a remarkable 
spectacle among his Iri-h constituents for 
steadfastness—a fact that might be of inter­ 
est to native-born Americans who considered 
immigration a remedy for all sorts of evils. 
He would say, however, that though Meath 
was the richest county in Ireland, her resi­ 
dents had nevertheless been brought to a 
point of great suffering. In Ireland, monop­ 
olists had adopted a system of rents, while 
here a railway corporation system of sales 
was in vogue : but he would not undertake 
to poir.t out the expediency at present of the 
right or wrong of large grants being made to 
railway corporations. 
Belligerent Cherokee*. 
W ashington, Janttary 3d.—Col. Boudioet. 
a well-known Cherokee residing here, made 
an argument before the Commissioner of In­ 
dian Affaire to-day in support of the petition 
filed by him praying that he be put in pos­ 


session of tile Imtel property at Vinita, Indian 
Territory. Col. W. P. Adair, Second Chief 
of the Cherokee Nation, with several other 
members of the Cherokee delegation, and ex 
Congressman Phillips, of Kansas, opposed 
Boudinet’s claim. The discussion became so 
warm the argument was adjourned ten days 
by the Commissioner. Boudinet and Adair, 
however, continued the controversy in a 
heated manner outside the Commissioner’s 
room. Finally, each struck at the other with 
a cane, and then clinched and fell to the floor. 
They were then separated by the Department 
watchman, and before serious injury was in­ 
flicted. The fight caused much excitement 
in the Interior Department.

W a s h in g t o n , January 3d. — Secretary 
Schurz, at a late hour last night, received a 
telegram from General Hatch, dated at Lake 
City. It reports that he has brought several 
Indian chiefs from the reservation to Lake 
City with him ; that they are held by him 
for the purpose of preventing any demonstra­ 
tion by the young men of the tribe; that he 
desires to take them to the military camp at 
Garland, and, if deemed advisable, to send 
one of them back to see whether a surrender 
cannot still be effected. He expresses the 
ho[>e that this may yet lie accomplished. The 
dispatch also refers to the subject of rations, 
but does not clear up the uncertainty in his 
former dispatches to tNfe Department. Secre­ 
tary Schurz immediately replied to tharaiis- 
patch by telegraph, requesting information 
upon the following (joints: Whether She 
White River Utes offered for surrender are 
still in Ouray’s power, or whether they have 
been released ; also, what chiefs are with Gen­ 
eral Hatch, and of what hands ; also, whether 
there is any prospect of General Hatch get­ 
ting into his possession Chief Douglass and 
the son of Douglass, and other culprits of 
importance, who were recently offered for 
surrender. His proposition to take the In­ 
dians now with him to Camp Garland is ap­ 
proved ; and as he expresses hope that the 
complete surrender may still be accomplished, 
he is requested to say what, in his opinion, 
can be done by the direction of Washington 
authorities to afd him. In conclusion, Secre­ 
tary Schu-rz telegraphs that he will send to 
General Hatch a dispatch to he read to the 
Indian delegation and also to the Indians at 
their reservation, immediately after his 
answer to the foregoing inquiries shall have 
been received here. 
W ashington, January 3d.—Ex-Governor 
Hunt, of Colorado, has received the follow­ 
ing telegram :

States Consul at Manzanillo, Mexico, in a 
dispatch to the Department of State, confirms 
the report that the Government of Mexico 
has authorized the State Government of Co­ 
lima to construct a broad-gauee railroad ftom 
Manzanillo to Colima, and will pay a subsidy 
of §12,877 per mile, guaranteed by eight per 
cent, on import duties, as fast as each mile is 
completed. Lumber for sleepers and other 
use» may he cut free of charge, and all articles 
imported for the road will be duty free. No 
bonds will be required of the contracting 
party. The route is nearly level, and was 
surveyed by Rosecrans. The subsidy will 
pay at least seventy-five per cent, of the cost 
of the road, v.-hich may be extended to the 
City of Mexico, and can be tnade to connect 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. The State 
of Colirna will assign the franchise to a good 
American company. 
The High Wafer at Pari* 
P a ris , January 3d.—Drift ice in the Seine 
caused much damage and alarm. The river 
is full of wreckage. Several bridges have 
been rendered unsafe, and travel over them 
stopped.

OUTRAGE. 
Horrors of the Captivity of the 
Agency Women. 


THE INDIANS’ EN0BM0US CBIMES. 


Mrs, Meeker, Her Daughter and Mrs. 
Price Outraged. 


[SPSCtAL BT TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


Cheyenne (Wyoming Territory), January 
4th.—Now that the Ute delegation, under 
Ouray, and their prisoners are en route East 
through southern Colorado, the following 
from the Cheyenne Legder of this date will 
explain whether they are liable to reach 
their destination if the people of Colorado 
can intercept them. The letter is to the 
Pueblo Chieftain: 
mrs. meekek’s letter. 
Grkelev (Col.), December 30, 1879. 
To the Editor of the Chieftain—Dear Sir : I 
arise from a siek bed to state a few facts which you 
and the people of Colorado demand. We three, 
captives of the Utes (Mrs. Price, myself and 
daughter), were all interviewed separately, being 
under oath, bv officers of .lie Government to tell the 
whole truth of our treatment by the Indians, and if 
they had outraged our persons, and each one of us 
guve in our testimony in answer in the affirmative 
against the Indians. I gave in my testimony for the 
use of the Government, to do with it just as they 
saw fit. There was nothing said about it being sup­ 
pressed on either side. I just simply gave my tes­ 
timony to the Government officers, innocently sup­ 
posing they knew their duty ami would do it. I 
also thought 1 hail done all that belongs to me to 
do by telling these officers the sickening and 
most humiliating misfortune that can befall a 
woman, and if they and the Interior Department 
have not done their duty by the people of Colorado, 
¡1 is they who are to blame and not 1. 
Un arrn ing 
at mv home in Greeley 1 found mvself completely 
broken down i t mind' and body, and have hada 
long spell of severe sickness, from which 1 am just 
recovering. Y’ours truly,' J1U3. N-. C. MEEKER. 
INDIGNATION OF THE PEOPLE. 
This direct evidence from Mrs. N. C. 
Meeker, that herself, daughter anil Mrs. 
Price were outraged by the hostile Utes, has 
awakened the people to a proper sense of the 
enormous crimes committed by the hostiles. 
The people had hoped and were prepared to 
believe that the persons of the female cap­ 
tives remained unharmed ; but the truth is 
out in full, and the indignation is strong and 
widespread. It seems fortuitous that Mrs. 
Meeker’s letter was first published in Pueblo, 
for the Government designs transporting the 
Indians over the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe road, in order to escape the fury of a 
prospective mob in Denver. But we mis­ 
take the temper of the Southern Colorado 
people if they do not capture the hostiles in 
the ljand under General Hatch and kill them 
instantly. It is not improbable that the 
publication <>f Mrs. Meeker’s letter in Pueblo 
at this time involves an intention to post the 
people and bring about the desired result. 
Newspaper men here have mng known of the 
inside history of the captivity of the women, 
but refrained from using the same in defer­ 
ence to the women themselves. But now 
that Mrs. Meeker has made public the story 
of her terrible wrongs, there can be no 
harm in telling it all. Immediately after 
captivity the women were forced, tinder 
THREATS OF TORTURE AND SLOW DEATH, 
To yield to the lust of their hideous captors. 
The women, suffering untold agony on ac­ 
count of the murder of their husbands ami 
fathers, were dazed and bewildered, anil were 
powerless to resist. Poor oltl Mrs. Meeker, 
over sixty years of age, and suffering from a 
flesh wound in the rear portion of her thigh, 
became the victim of Douglass, who after­ 
wards boasted of his protecting care. Joseph­ 
ine Meeker was held by Persune, and Mrs. 
Price by Johnson. The unbearable indignities 
were simply augmented by other Ute*, friends 
of the three mentioned. In the hellish out­ 
rages the bucks were assisted by the squaws. 
These women savages seemed to gloat over 
the horrors perjietrated upon the white cap­ 
tives of their own sex. During their captivity 
the sufferings of the three women were inde­ 
scribably horrible. Xh« hellish fiends re­ 
newed their crimes time and time again. The 
jjoor women feared they would never be de­ 
livered from a thralldom worse than death, 
for death is unconsciousness, while their ex­ 
istence was a living death and an earthly hell 
every day. As if all this were not sad 
enough, the woes of young Josephine are in­ 
creased by a condition that is believed to be 
horrible in the extreme. Female acquaint­ 
ances say that a knowledge thereof causes a 
shudder to rack the frame of every one who 
hears the sad tale.

Opposition Organizing.

W ashington, January 4th.—The mem­ 
bers of the House Committee on Commerce 
aré organizing a strong opposition to the pro­ 
posed new rule requiring the reference of the 
annual river and harbor bill, after its prepa­ 
ration by the Commerce Committee, to the 
Committee on Appropriations. They say 
that if they cannot he depended on to prepare 
a suitable hill aDd report their work directly 
to the House, they will not take any action 
whatever in the premises, but will let the 
Committee on Appropriations take all charge 
of the matter.

The Indians sent out by way of Sagnachc are Ouray 
and Wash Charlie, Uncompahgres, Jack, Sower- 
wick and Uncle Sain Charlie, White River Utes, and 
Poputche, Canwtche, Alexandre, Wiinniaiuackca, 
Aquila, and Buckskin Charlie, of the Mtiaches. 
They are expected here on the 5th. Ouray was re­ 
quested to keep the Indiana you refer to, but had 
not the power. I am of opinion that the Indians, 
when assured by yourself that there is no other 
way to avoid destruction, will decide te turn 
over the prisoners. The promise made Ity them 
that they wül turn over these demanded should be 
insisted upou to the last man. As long as these 
Indians are in our bands the Agency at Los Pinos is 
secure. Ourav caiue out at his own request, and 
brought his wife with him. I think it advisable to 
have them ali before you at Washington, or such 
point as you may designateHATCH, Commhsioner. 
The Indians referred to in the dispatch 
whom Ouray could not bring in with him are 
Chief Douglass, Johnnie, his sou, and four 
others. These Indians were offered for sur­ 
render, but General Hatch decliued to accept 
them unless the remaining guilty parties 
were also surrendered at the same time.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


FORF.IGN .VF.WS. 


(From San Francisco exchanges of January 4th. ] 
The Police Department made 1,982 arrests 
during December. 
1'he treasure shipments from this port in 
1879 amounted to §26,175,551, against §34,­ 
253,179 in 1878. 
Last year there were 3,840 deaths in this 
city ; by accident or negligence, 97; homi­ 
cide, 29 ; suicide, 89 ; unknown, 35. 
There was a very fair export trade in flour 
at this port last month. China and Central 
America took unusually large quantities. 
There are at present in the County Jail 
237 prisoners, 19 of whom are charged with 
murder. Seven of the murderers are Chinese. 
Mayor Kalloch’s son says that his father is 
rapidly gaining strength in Los Angeles. He 
is expected to return íd about ten days. 
The records of the Bureau of Vital Sta­ 
tistics show that during the week ending yes­ 
terday 80 deaths occurred ia this city, against 
67 last week and 70 the week previous. 
During the year 1879, 823 decrees of di­ 
vorce were ordered by the District Courts of 
San Francisco. Of this number 63 were in 
favor of husbands aud 260 of wives. 
For the half year ending December 31, 
1879, the exports of wheat from San Fran­ 
cisco amounted to 7,041,055 ctls, valued at 
§13,380,865, against 6,549,296 ctls, valued at 
§11,248,767 for the same time in 1878. 
The coinage of the United States Mint at 
San Francisco for the month of December 
was: 
Double-eagles, §2,540,000; eagles, 
§160,000 ; standard dollars, §1,000,000. To­ 
tal, §3,700,000. 
Coroner Dorr has prepared a statistical re­ 
port of the cases rei>orted at his office during 
the year 1879. From this it appears that 415 
deaths were reported, the largest number on 
record, being 19 cases more than in 1878. and 
nn increase of ID cases from the last fiscal 
year. 
The new postal cards designed for foreign 
correspondents have been received at the San 
Francisco office, and are now at the disposal 
of correspondents. These cards, which are 
sold at two cents each, can he sent to any 
part of the world within the boundarj of the 
Universal Postal Union, and will, no doubt, 
be extensively used. 
Bank Commissioner William F. White 
has informed the committee appointed by- the 
First Branch Workingmen’s Club of the Sev­ 
enth Ward to wait upon him, and consisting 
of H. H. Moore, Thomas Allen and C, C.

SESSION. 
LEGISLATIVE 


To-day the State Legislature enters upon 
the most important session that has been 
held since California became a State, for 
the work to be done after the adoption of 
the first Constitution was mere child’s 
play compared to that which the present 
Legislature has to encounter. It ÍB not only 
that a new Constitution has to be applied 


in all its details, hut that because of the 
folly of the framers of that instrument, 
the Legislature w ill be continually con­ 
fronted with propositions involving the 
most calamitous consequences to the people. 
It may be said that the public cannot really 
know -what effect the new Constitution 
is going to have upon the progress and 
prosperity of California until this Legisla 
ture has finished its labors. 
Its task more 
over is necessai lly both a delicate and an 
unthankful 
one, 
for 
while 
it cannot 
disobey the mandatory prescriptions of the 
organic law, it is liable to be held respon 
sible for whatever evil consequences may 
attend its statutory enforcement of meas 
ures it is charged to put in operation 
There will be ample opportunity for the 
fullest display of ability and statesmanship 
during this session, and the people have 
the strongest reasons for hoping that the 
new Legislature may prove itself a capable 
and judicious body. 
W e believe that its 
tendencies are conservative and cautious, 
and in this direction it will be scarcely 
possible to err, since the Constitution itself 
is so radical that all the inertia of the most 
prudent lawmakers can hardly change its 
general character and bearing. 
The work 
to be done is so heavy that unless the most 
methodical and systematic 
practice 
adopted at the beginning of the session it 
w ill be impossible to complete it within the 
allotted time. 
It is evident that if the or 
dinary custom of introducing hetcrogene 
ous 
legislation 
by 
the 
ream 
is 
fol 
lowed, 
the 
committees 
are 
likely 
to 
become overburdened w ith business, and 
to be thrown into confusion. 
Even with 
the best management there will be danger 
of this, and therefore an effort shouhl be 
m ule to clear the ground thoroughly at 
the outset. 
Organization once effected 
w ill be possible to get down to work with 
out the delays which under the old ar 
rangement were always caused by the in 
tervention of the Christmas holidays. 
It 
will of course depend uponithe inclination 
of the majority whether the most mis­ 
chievous parts of the new Constitution 
shall be given the full force intended by 
their inventors, but it is probable that the 
evident harm which has already been in 
flirted on the State by the apprehension 
of those evils wiH suffice to convince mem­ 
bers that their duty to their constituents 
lies in the most conservative interpreta­ 
tions of which the situation is susceptible.

T H E 
APPOINTM ENTS 
OF MR. 
BURNS. 


Governor W j’diam Irwin, being about to 
retire into private life, deserves that some 
note shou’.d be taken of the manner i"j 
which h«u has fulfilled his high trust. 
"We 
have "¡observed his official career sharply, 
cons tantly, and not seldom jealously. 
W e 
have found occasion to criticise and to 
censure some of his acts. W e have differed 
from him radically and utterly upon all 
questions ef national politics. 
But we arc 
bound in honor to record our opinion that 
he has been an honest and able Governor, 
and that view ing his administration as a 
whole, the record is emphatically credit­ 
able to him. 
A man of firm will, at times 
tending to obstinacy, he has for the most 
part exercised tiiis firmness to repress all 
raids upon the treasury", to enforce economy 
and efficiency in the administration, and to 
discountenance all corrupt •combinations. 
Though a thorough-going partisan, he is 
singularly tree from the kind of charges 
which toe commonly 
soil the 
reputa­ 
tions 
of 
partisans 
in 
office.

has naturally favored his own party when 
it was possible, but in few of Kis appoint­ 
m ents has fitness been subordinated to 
political exigencies. 
H is appointment of 
Mr. V hite as Bank "Comnlisf ioner was un­ 
questionably the m ost serious mistake of 
his Administration. 
It was entirely inde­ 
fensible, in fact.; but even after saying 
all th a t can be sadd in reprehension of that 
selection, it w ill here to be admitted that 
the record in which such a blunder is con­ 
fessedly the worst fe&tr re, cannot be re­ 
garded otherwise than as a sound one. 
Governor Irwm has upheld the dignity of 
-the officé, and has shown a steadily con­ 
scientious determination to do right, ac­ 
cording to his lights. 
He has never been 
amenable to demagogic influences, save in 
the one caae already sufficiently referred 
to. 
H e 
m anfully 
put 
away 
from 
him several opportunities which weaker 
men would have utilized to secure an 
ephemeral 
popularity. 
He has never 
shrunk from criticism when his mind was 
made up on any matter, and he has held 
to his own convictions with quiet persist­ 
ence, even in the face of strong opposi­ 
tion. 
H is foibles and his few lapses have 
been enough paraded, but it is the too 
general practice to deal lightly with the 
c’aims of retiring officials to the esteem of 
their fellow citizens. 
“ The evil that men 
“ do lives after them ; the good is oft in- 
“ terrcd with their bones ”—might be said 
with as much truth over a retiring Gov­ 
ernor as over a dead great man. 
It is 
therefore fitting that we, who have been

less 
liberal 
in 
praise 
when 
meed lias 
been 
honestly earned, 
it is a special gratification to us to feel that 
we are in no danger of being suspected of 
a tendency to adulation when we deliber­ 
ately record the opinion that Califor­ 
nia has had few better Governors than 
W illiam Irwin. 
H e can retire ,to pri­ 
vate life cheered by the consciousness 
of an arduous duty well and faithfully 
performed, and the people over whom he 
has ruled will owe himvi debt of gratitude 
so long as he lives, because he has sus­ 
tained . the high office to which lie was 
called, with honor and probity, and be­ 
cause he has set, in a careless and profli­ 
gate age, an example of purity and fidelity 
calculated to strengthen and elevate all 
within the scope of its influence.

and the Court of last "resort declares that 
all -the illegality and all the unconstitu­ 
tio n a lly are on the side of the Governor 
and Council, and n et’.on the side of the 
people or their municipal officers or their 
representatives-elect. 
It seems that there 
can be no course open to Governor Garcelon, 
under these circumstances, but a square 
back-down.

The first session of the Legislature to .'¿eewnble 
under the new Constitution m eets at 12 o’eBock m. 
to-day. 
If the approachiug session is to be num ­ 
bered in conform ity w ith those held under the old 
Constitution, its num ber will 
be tw enty-third. 
W hether it will be so num bered will be discretion­ 
ary with the body about to assemble. Ceitain it is 
tka t this is the first session under the govem m eut 
formed or created by the new organio law. 
W hat­ 
ever may be its num ber, it will forever enjoy the 
distinction of being the first legislature under the 
new organic lew, anu the num ber it will take is a 
m atter of secondary im portai ce. The members of 
the Legislature are now 
UPON THE GROUND, 
And the canvass of candidates for the various posi­ 
tions connected with the legislative bodies is iu ac­ 
tive progress. 
These candidates are not more uu- 
inerous nor more im portunate than those who have 
attended uj>on preceding se-sious to offer their 
services to the people of the State, while among 
them may be found the names of many who have 
heretofore held position, or who have on former 
(*ccasions presented their names as candidates for 
the position they are again seeking. The Golden 
Eagle, the Capital and the Arcade lintels are the 
chief rallying points of the active, busy, buzzing 
canvassers This distribution into three localities 
somewhat reduces the appearance if numbers. *It 
was otherwise in the halcyon duys of the Orleans 
Hotel.

Of the Legislature to commence immediately after 
the expiration of the one hundred da>s, and thus 
perm it of compensation for the tim e spent and ser 
vices rendered, if an extension shall be found nec­ 
essary. 
There are also those who declare th at one 
hundred days will prove to be sufficient for the 
work, and that the constitutional provision against 
special enactm ents will go relieve the pressure as to 
enable the body to transact more business within the 
tim e now- allowed than form er sessions were able to 
get through in the one hundred and tw enty d ais of 
sitting.

THE PRIZES. 
The prizes offered and which induce the 
contestants to test their powers of emliManee 
are four in number, thus apportioned : First 
prize, 50 per cent, of one-half net proceeds 
and a gold m edal; second prize, 30 per cent, 
of one half net proceeds and a silver m edal; 
third prize, 12A per cent, of one-half of net 
proceeds ; fourth prize, 71 percent, of half net 
proceeds. 
W hatever of risk there is then in 
regard to the sum of each of these prizes is 
assumed by the pedestrians, while the man­ 
agement lias only to look to the expense, and 
the m utuality of interest between the walkers 
and the manager is snch th at both will be in­ 
clined to do all th at can be done to attract 
the public and swell the receipts. 
From the 
arrangements made, however, it is evident 
that while the pedestrians have a severe 
struggle before them, the endurance of the 
management will also be tested, and that the 
worry and risk of the latter will quite equal 
the physical strain of the former. 


THE RULES 
U nder which the contest will take place are 
from the Code of the Pacific Coast Pedes­ 
trian League, an organization of recent birth, 
but which is said to num ber already a very 
goodly number of members. 
The special 
specifications are seventeen in number, and 
for clearness and rigidity may well challenge 
the admiration of the grave and reverend 
legislators who are about to engage in the 
task of law-making. 
A summary of the 
laws of the sawdust track applicable to the 
present race may be thus given : 
Contestants are to go as they please and 
without any assistance. 
A t 9:45 p. M., all 
contestants leave their tents, place themselves 
in columns of twos—with the head of the col­ 
umn under the scoring wire—and at the word 
of command given, they will start at 10 p. M 
precisely, the start to be made- with the left 
hand to the inside of the track. 
Contestants 
will be allowed to reverse their course at auy 
time, provided it is done under the scoring 
wire, by giving verbal notice to the scorers at 
the time of reversing; in such case contest­ 
ants must take the outside of the track. 
Two contestants going at less than a twelve- 
minute gait «ill not be allowed to travel side 
by side. 
A contestant m ust keep the pole 
when more than sixteen feet behind the one 
immediately in front, and in passing others 
going in the same direction she must take the 
outside of the track. 
A uy contestant leaving 
the track five m inutes or more m ust notify 
the caller, so th at the actual walking time 
may be correctly ascertained. No contestant 
will be allowed to approach nearer than six 
feet to another immediately in front of her 
without stepping far enough out from the 
[ude to pass without touching, and after 
passing she m ust not return to the pole 
again until she is a t least six feet ahead. 
No contestant will be allowed to willfully ob­ 
struct, or in any way interfere with the pro­ 
gress of another, or in any manner .to aid or 
assist another on the track. 
All the contest­ 
ants on the track m ust keep themselves neat, 
both in their person and dress, anil no pro­ 
fane, vulgar or indecent language will be al­ 
lowed on the track, nor in or around the 
tents. 
No contestant will be allowed to stop 
or converse with any person while on the 
track, except on the outside, immediately in 
front of her own tent. 
Contestants, when 
taking refreshments while on the track, must 
move to tiie outside, so that their attendants 
can keep the space allotted to them between 
the tents and track while waiting upon them. 
On the first violation of the rules a contestant 
will be reprimanded by the reférree ; for the 
second offense two Ians will be taken from 
her score ; for the third offense one mile will 
be taken from her score ; and, for the fourth 
offense she will be ruled off the track. 
The 
decision of the referee is to be final, and there 
is no appeal from his ruling. 
TRACK AND HALL. 
The Pavilion appears to be admirably 
suited to the purpose for which it is about to 
be used. 
Both halls will be utilized, the 
track running out of the mam hall through 
one of the arches on the south into the lesser 
room and being brought back through a corre­ 
sponding arch on the north. 
The track is 
very nearly in the form of a true ellipse. The 
longer sides are upon the north and south. 
I t is eight feet wide, and curbed with inch 
plank six inches high. Between the curbs is 
a layer of three inches of river sediment, 
which has been rolled down smooth and 
hard. 
On top of this is a dressing of two 
iuches of seasoned sawdust. 
From each curb 
rises a stout railing, breast high, with occa­ 
sional gateways. 
Yesterday while examin­ 
ing the track a tall woman, dressed in mourn­ 
ing throughout, was observed leaning upon 
the outer railing mid meditatively gazing 
over and upon the elliptical walkway. 
“ W hat do 
you 
think of the tra c t, 
Madam ?” 
"W h y ? ” 
“ You are a contestant ill this match ?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Then your opinion as to the track, 
which has so much to do with the suc­ 
cess of the race, will be respected ?” 
“ Well, sir, I think it the best track I 
ever saw or heard of.” 
“ In what respect?” 
“ I t is made correctly. 
I never step p e d on 
a better walkway. 
Then this railing is just 
right.” 
“ How so? W as not the track a proper 
one at San Francisco?” 
"O h , the railing there was only knee high, 
and people would stand along the rail and 
lean over it, and puff smoke often right into 
your face.” 
This was Madame Tourtilotte, who says 
she is of German, Scotch and English ex­ 
traction. 
Of such a stock she should inherit 
excellent qualities for 
endurance. 
Miss 
Buckley is of the hardy Irish race, as also, it 
is supposed, are the Misses Donley. 
Miss 
W iley boasts th at both her beauty and «her 
strength comes of the Scotch and French 
blood which courses in her veins, while the 
enduring qualities of Bertha V o n ^ e rg a re 
drawn from the Teutonic race, from which 
she springs. 
FIFTEEN LAPS \ o THE MILE. 
The track was built by Carle A Croly, after 
a survey by Engineer Pierson, who, laying 
his line' 18 inches from the pole, makes the 
linear measurement of the ellipse 352 feet. 
This requires th at 15 circuits of the track be 
made in order to complete one mile—or, in 
the phraseology of jiedestrianism, there are 
in this match 15 lai-s to the mile. 
The match 
begins at 10 o’clock to-night, sharp, and will 
continue night and day for 144 hours. 
D ur­ 
ing this time the contestants go as they 
fílense— walk, run, roll, jum p or flip-flop—so 
ong as they receive no assistance from 
other than 
their 
own 
legs and arms. 
As long skirts are decided impediment* 
to free locomotion the ladies will appear in 
short skirts and adorned as their tastes may 
direct. 
A s a rule, the colors will be so dis­ 
tinctive that any spectator will be enabled tq 
place any contestant at any point on the 
track. 
Generally, jockey caps will be worn. 
A t the fountain an ample staging has beeu 
erected f t the judges, referee and scorers, 
and here the score-wire is stretched acrcss the 
track. 
As each contestant—wearing a num ­ 
ber upon her breast—passes the score she will 
be credited with one lap upon the scorers’ 
blackboard, and when fifteen credit» appear 
a mile credit will be chalked upon another 
board on the front of the music gallery. 
A t the ea»t end of the track, on the 
outside, ate to be placed the wall tents inpv 
which the walkers sill retire for rest and the* 
care of their trainers. Each ten t is furnished 
with bedding, water, table, chairs, light* and 


other conveniences of the toilet. 
Each con­ 
testant is allotted a separate tent. 
The hall 
has been tastefully decorated by Boyne, is to 
be warmed by a number of stove fires, raised 
seats have been fitted up for spectators, a 
brass band will discourse music constantly, 
six special officers will guard the building 
and a dozen clerks and scorers will keep the 
record. 
Probably the best time for ladies 
and children to witness the contest' will be 
in the daytime or the early evening hours. 
There 
is 
nothing to indicate 
th at the 
contest will not be genuine, though no human 
being can foretell the outcome or how thor­ 
oughly the women will exert themselves to 
accomplish the greatest distance within the 
six days. 
W hatever there is to be deduced 
from the contest the R e c o r d - U n io n will not 
hesitate to record, and will observe the tour­ 
nam ent with the sole object of ascertaining 
all there is in, about, for and against such 
exhibitions.

A t 7:30 this evening there will be a prelimi­ 
nary contest for §25, to continue two hours, 
open to male am ateur pedestrians of Sacra­ 
mento.

the House of Representatives, if it shall appear 
there was an election of such Representatives in fact, 
to adm it them to th eir seats, though no return 
thereof was made and delivered into the office of 
the Secretary of State? Answer.—No authority is 
given to the Governor and Coftncil, when there is no 
return, to order a new election. 
When the seat of a 
Representative has been vacated by death, resigna­ 
tion or otherwise, provision is made by the Revised 
«Statutes for filling existing vacancies. By these pro­ 
visions, whenever municipal officers therein m en­ 
tioned, by any means haveknow ledge of the death 
of a Representative elect, or of a vacancy caused in 
any other way, it is their duty to order a new elec­ 
tion. 
If it appears to the House of Representatives 
there wa% an election of Representatives in fact, 
they should adm it them to their seats, though no 
return thereof was m ade to the Secretary of State. 
A Representative is not to be deprived of his rights 
because municipal officers have neglected their duty. 
(Question 2.—Is it com petent for the Governor and 
Council to allow the substitution of other evidence 
in place of “ the returned copies of such lists” as 
are provided for in Article 4, part 1, section 5 of the 
Constitution, to enable them to determ ine what 
perrons “ appear to be elected” Representatives to 
the Legislature by a plurality of all “ votes re­ 
turned? ” Answer.—This refers to the substitution 
authorized by the Act of ls"7, chapter 21*2. The 
Constitution calls for a return th at is regular in es­ 
sential forms, and which truly represents facts to be 
described by it. 
B ut much of the constitutional 
requirem ent is directory merely. 
It does not aim 
at depriving the people of the n g k t of suffrage, or 
of their right * f representation, for formal errors, 
but aims at avoiding such result where constitu­ 
tional requirem ent has not been fully or been defec­ 
tively executed by town officers. 
It is in aid of the 
constitutional provision to supply an omission or 
deficiency as nearly and as correctly as may be. 
Such is the purpose of the statute. 
I? is competent 
for the Governor of the Council to allow an cn o ... 
ous return, or one th .t is informal or defective, to 
be aided and corrected by an attested copy of the 
record, as by statute provided. 
The object of the 
constitutional provisions respecting elections is to 
furnish as many safeguards as may b ; against 
failure, either through rraud or mistake, correctly 
to ascertain and declare the will of the people 
as expressed in the choice of th eir officers and 
legislators. 
Hence th e requirem ent th at notonlv 
shall returns be made on the spot, in open town 
meeting, but a record of the vote shall be made at 
the same time and authenticated. 
In like manner, 
if by accident or willful neglect there is an error or 
omission in the return, w hat can be safer than to 
refer to the duplicate statem ent by the record to 
correct it? This the statute of 1S77 allows to be 
done ; and, while the language is permissive, it falls 
within a well-known legal rule, that when public 
rights are concerned it shall be construed a9 manda­ 
tory. The command is clothed in the language of 
courtesy, so clothed because it could not he doubted 
th at high and honorable officials would unhesi­ 
tatingly avail themselves of all lawful means to de­ 
clare the result of an election according to the 
actual fact in obedience to the fundamental princi­ 
ples of p «pular government. 
The Governor and 
Council are hound by the statute. 
It is mandatory 
upon them ; it imposes a duty to the public th at must 
be performed. 
W hether the Act referred to con­ 
travenes the Constitution in allowing oral evidence 
to be received to show the intention of voters in 
casting their votes, is another part of the statute 
which we arc now called upon to consider. 
If un­ 
constitutional in the latter respect, that would not 
affect the constitutionality of the other se; arate 
and independent provisions. 
Question 3.—Is a return signed by less than a 
majority of the Selectmen of a town, or the Alder 
men of a city, valid, wiLhiu the requirem ents of the 
same section? Answer.—To this question we answer, 
that while a town may legally elect as many as sc v. n 
Selectmen, the well-known practice is to elect only 
three, and in such cases, a return to be valid must 
be signed by a majorit}* of them, because by r.o 
possibility can a loss num ber constitute a legal 
quorum. * But the ruléis otherwise with respect to 
the Aldermen of cities. 
Most of our cities are re­ 
quired by law to have as m ny as seven Aldermen, 
an 1 none of them , we believe, have less than five 
To constitute «quorum it is only necessary to have 
a m ajority of the whole num ber present, and when 
such quorum is present a m ajority of the quorum 
may do business. 
Supposing the num ber to be 
seven, four would constitute a legal quorum, and 
three being a m ajority, th at quorum could legally 
act, 
although 
the 
fourth 
should 
refuse to 
join them, or should oppose their action. 
Conse­ 
quently, if the return from a city having five or 
seven Aldermen is signed hv three of them , it may 
be a valid and legal return, because only four may 
have been p resen t; and m such case three (being a 
majority of those present) could legally act, al­ 
though the fourth should oppose their action and 
ret use to join them . 
When such return is laid be­ 
fore the Governor and Council they cannot know, 
and they have no right to assume, that a return is 
not valid. 
It is the duty of Aldennen’to be in ses 
sion and examine ward returns,* compare and de 
cide the votes, and of the Clerk to make a record 
thereof. From th at record, a certified cjpy of which 
is returned, the law presumes that a quorum of Al­ 
dermen was present. 
In the latter work authorities 
are quoted to the effect that bodies comprised of a 
definite num ber act by m ajorities of those present, 
provided those present constitute a majority of the 
whole num ber. 
If a body consists of twelve Coun­ 
oilmen, seven is the least num ber th at can consti­ 
tute a valid meeting, though four of the seven 
may 
act ¿ 
and, 
so far 
as we 
are 
aware, 
the law is so stated in substance by all ancient and 
modem authorities. 
The rule applicable to such 
cases is similar to that which applies to our House 
of Representatives. 
The whole num ber of Repre­ 
sen atives established by liw is 151. A m ajority 
(that is seventy-sixtmembere), constitutes a quorum 
to do business. 
It there is actually that num ber 
present, aud the m ajority (that is thirty-nine mem­ 
bers), vote in the affirmative, a valid law can there­ 
by be enacted, or other business transacted. 
If 
less than seventy-six members are present, than no 
business cau be done except to adjourn, or compel 
the attendance of absent members. This is fami­ 
liar law, and illustrates the principle applicable to 
Aldermen of cities, ro d shows how and why a re­ 
turn signed by less thsn a m ajority of the whole 
nuinbtr may be, aud so far as the Gov»mor and 
Council arc concerned, is conclusively presumed to 
be valid. 
They have uo right to gd behind the re­ 
turn. 
Question 4.—Is a return by the Aldermen of the 
city wh’ch di»e3 not give the num ber of votes c*st 
for each person voted for as a member of the Legis­ 
lature, and does not show what persons were voted 
for as such members iu any one of the several wards 
of such city, a valid return within the requirem ents 
of the same section? A nsw er—We are not sure 
th at we comprehend the full scope of this question. 
Our answer will m eet all of its supposed purposes. It 
i» immaterial w hether the Aldennen returned to 
the Governor and Council a detailed vote of each 
ward separately, or w hether they returned the re ­ 
sult of all the votes of all the wards for each candi­ 
date together. 
Cither mode i¡* a satisfactory way of 
readin g the same result. The substance only is 
sought lor in such m atters. 
Nor is it a m aterial 
m atter th at instead of returning all the names of 
persons voted for, there is a return of vetes as 
scatterin g ; provided .that, however, sueh votes 
may Le added or subtracted from the candidate, 
or set of candidates, who ap j^ar U* be chosen by 
a plurality of votes throw n. 
Ih e Governor and 
Oonnc.l cannot officially know, nor have they the 
right to ascertain, th a t the votes returned as scat- 
faring were not actual ballots with the word “ scat­ 
terin g ” written Jhereon. 
N-»r is the election of 
cqn lidatvs, ta be choeeu by a plurality 
votes, t-J be 
'defeated because the whole num ber of votes or bal­ 


lots may be stated erroneously, or not stated at all. 
The Constitution contains no such requirem ent, and 
the statutory provision requiring it is entirety un­ 
im portant and unapplicable to cases where a plural­ 
ity of votes elect. 
It is a well-settled rule of con­ 
struction th at where the general term s of a statute 
embrace several subjects, but are found to be prac- 
ticallv applicable to some of the subjects and not 
to others, it is to be construed as embracing those 
subjects only to which it is practically applicable. 
Question *5.—Are returns from towns or cities 
which are not attested by the Town or City Clerk 
valid within the same section? Answer.—Returns 
fr m towns and cities which arc not attested by the 
Town, Plantation or City Clerk are not valid. The 
attestation of the Clerk isa prerequisite to any ac­ 
tion of the Governor and Council in counting votes. 
(6S Maine, 588.) If, however, the Clerk should be 
absent, a Clerk pro tem pore may be cho9en,or Dep­ 
uty Clerk m ay be appointed under the statute. The 
returns of such Clerk pro tempore, or Deputy Clerk, 
are to have the same force aud effect os if signed by 
the Clerk. 
Question 6.—Have the Governor and Council the 
right to reject the returns of election of members 
of the Legislature required by the same section irom 
officers of towns which were not made, signed or 
sealed up in open town meeting? Answer. —The 
Governor and Council m ust act upon the returns 
forwarded to the Secretary of State. 
If they p u r­ 
port to be made, signed or sealed up in open planta­ 
tion or town meeting, they constitute a basis of ac­ 
tion of the Canvassing Board. 
No provision is 
fouud in the Constitution or in any statute of this 
State by virtue of which they would be authorized 
to receive evidence to negative facts therein set 
forth. They, therefore, have no such power. 
The 
statem ent of municipal officers is, in th at respect, 
conclusive. 
Question 7.—Is a return of two persons, purport­ 
ing to be Selectmfti of a town, valid and sufficient 
evidence of the vote of such town, when it appears 
there were, at the time of m eeting at which the 
election was had, but two Selectmen of th at town? 
Answer.—When a m ajority of the Selectmen are ab­ 
sent from a meeting for election purposes, or being 
present neglect or refuse to act as such, and to do 
all the duties required of them , the voters at such 
m eeting may choose so many Selectmen pro tern 
pore as are necessary to complete the num ber com­ 
petent to do the duties. 
In case of death or removal 
of all the Selectmen two would be sufficient and 
competent to act. 'lhe inquiry is, if a return would 
be valid when there should be but two Selectmen at 
the tim e of the meeting at which the election was 
held. 
If other Selectmen had deceased prior to the 
meeting the survivors m ight act, and their action 
wotlld be legal. 
B ut the Canvassing Board is to be 
governed by the returns. 
Evidence would not be 
admissible to prove the fact th at there were bu t two 
Selectmen of the town. The Governor and Council 
cannot officially know there are only two. 
Question 8.—Can a person who is not a citiaen of 
the United States at the time he legally elected or 
constituted a Selectman of a town ? Answer—Is in 
the affirmative, provided his official acts Dind the 
town and are valid so far as affects the public. 


THE GOVERNOR INTERVIEWED. 
W a t e r v i l l e , 
Jaffoary '4th. — Governor 
Garcelon spent the day here, and was called 
upon this evening by a reporter and asked if 
he had received the opinion of the Court, to 
which he replied that he had not ; that he 
had not been In Augusta since 4 o'clock Sat­ 
urday afternoon. The reporter then informed 
hitn of the general points as expressed in the 
opinion of toe Court, and asked if he (the 
Governor) should recall those certificates he 
had issued, and which now, under the opinion 
of the Court, appear to have been illegally 
issued. To which the Governor answered, 
“ I have no authority for knowing the opin­ 
ion of the Court and cannot tell what I shall 
do.” In answer to a question whether Cap­ 
tain Lewis, a voter of Farmington, had re­ 
turned his certificate of election, declining to 
serve under the same, the Governor said he 
had not received it, and did not know any­ 
thing about it. 
The reporter then asked, 
“ Do you apprehend any violence at the in­ 
auguration of the new Legislature?” The 
Governor replied: 
“ I have no means of 
knowing. 
I do not think the people are fool­ 
ish enough to resort to violence.” 


THE KEELING IN WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 4th.—There seems 
to be no doubt entertained here that the 
unaimous opinion of the Maine Supreme 
Court, adverse to the opinion of Governor 
Garcelon on all the points presented, will 
have the effect of speedily ending the contro­ 
versy in that State without any further seri­ 
ous difficulty. 
It is understood here that at 
least one member of the Supreme Court, 
namely, Judge Libbey, is a Democrat, and 
the perfect unanimity of the Court there­ 
fore 
gives 
additional 
weight 
to 
the 
confessedly strong reasoning by which its 
opinion is supported. 
It is generally believed 
tfcat even if Governor Garcelon takes the 
ground that notwithstanding this dictum of 
the Court he cannot recall any of the certifi­ 
cates already issued, its moral effect will 
nevertheless be amply powerful to induce a 
certain number of Fusfonist holders of these 
certificates to refuse to take beats in the Leg­ 
islature, and that the Republicans will forth­ 
with obtain control of the organization of 
both houses, admit their party friends who 
were refused certificates and proceed to elect 
Davis Governor. 


THE QUORUM QUESTION. 


P o r t l a n d , January 1th.—An Augusta dis­ 
patch says : The quorum question has been 
settled by precedents. 
The Senate in 1847 
organized with 11, in 1851 with 15, and iu 
1854 with 13. 
In the latter year Chief Jus­ 
tice Shipley and Appleton, his associate, sus­ 
tained that point. 
They also held that each 
could compel the attendance of persons who 
had received the Governor’s certificate, before 
as well as after being sworn in. It is said 
that Spoul, of Skewhegan, is already in Au­ 
gusta anil will take his seat.
